Their case may be just; but the 
chances are ten toone against them, ana I 
conceive that the Trustees, as custodians of 
the public money, are not justified in sqaan4

Some very interesting statistica regarding 
the coal mines and their working is given 
in the reports of the inspectors of mines in 
Great Britain, just published in the form o 
a parliamentary blue book. The numbor of 
male miners employed in the coal pita in 
the different districts are estimated by the 
inspectors At 870,881, and the number of 
tons Of coal raised during last Year at 117,- 


489,251, Inthe South Durham district the 
largest numberof miners are employed, viz;

The number ot tons of coals raised was 8,- 


the other, The total nucnber of miners om~ 
ployed in colleries in 1871 was 282,488, so 


percent. During the year 826 separate nc- 
cidents took place, against 830 in 1870; 
and 7,078 lives were lost. The Iargestnom: 
ber both of accidents and lives lost occurred 
in the North Wales and Lancashire pits; 
add in these also the proportion of accidents 
and death was larger in proportion to the 
persons employed and tons of coal raised, 
The smallest proportion of fatal accidents to 
the number of persons employed was inthe 


number of tons of coal raised, the proportion 
of fatal accidents was smallostin Sooth Durs 
bam, andof lives lost in Northumberland, 
The number of collieries in Great Britain 
is 3,100, of which 545 are in South Stafford 
and Worcester, and 422 in Yorkshire. South 
Darbam, with the largest output and num- 
ber of minery employed, has only 161,— 
There are 220%in the Eas 
West of Scotland. More than half of the 
fatal accidents were caused by falls of coal 
from the roof, and of the roof itself, a strong 
argument for the introduction of more strin-
